MOTOR MISHAPS 


In the lower part of the town water 
stood eighteen inches deep in cellars,

HANOVER READY 
TO FIX DAMAGE 


Individual Lasses are Tabulated and 


Show thai Total will Reach about 


Two Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


Many Suffer from Storm. 


T hirty six hours after Hanover was 
swept by a cyclone of terrific velocity, 
residents of the town 
this 
morning 
got to work to clear away the 
debris 
and estimate the damage 
done. 
The 
storm was the most severe which has 
ever visited a town in 
this 
immed­ 
iate vicinity and came a t a time S at­ 
urday evening when people generally 
were out doing their Saturday 
even­ 
ing shopping. 
It swept from 
south­ 
west to 
northeast, 
making 
several 
dips as it went and carrying all before 
it. 


It is estimated that the loss is ap­ 
proximately $200,000, 
with 
only 
a 
small percentage 
covered 
by 
storm 
insurance. The greatest dam age 
was 
done to the Hanover Glove 
Factory, 
which was completely 
leveled. 
The 
roof was carried half a mile. One 
of 
the surprising things 
w as th at 
the 
bricks were literally carried 
througn 
the air from this 
factory 
for 
many 
squares. 
The loss is about 
$10,000. 
N early every 
building of 
the 
Fitz 
waterwheel plant was 
unroofed 
and 
the walls knocked down. Damage
